If rates like these prevailed in 
Iowa, every lender of money would 
be actually, vitally interested in the 
price of hogs Every price I have 
mentioned can be so adjusted by 
Iowa and the people of Iowa without 


iid of national laws. There are 
other prices that can be so adjusted. 

There are a number of prices that 
do follow farm prices closely. Others 
can be made to do so without fur- 
ther legislation of any kind. As an 
example, our Iowa Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration, a supporter of parity prices, 
might do this: 


Ask the state of lowa to put 
the Farm Bureau county tax sup- 
port fund on the basis of hog 
prices. Say, $250 per year for 
each one cent per pound of hog 
prices. That would mean $2,000 
a year with 8-cent hogs, $3,000 a 
year with 12-cent hogs and $1,000 
a year with 4-cent hogs... 


What is wrong with asking that 
al! of the 
farm prices? All our public officers 
our school teachers, our lenders 
money, our Farm Bureaus, are ali 
loyal citizens of Iowa. Every one o! 
them, no doubt, is willing to carry 
arms in defense of the state and na

and country. 
To ask them to accept pay for 


services on the basis of farm prices, | 


the price of hogs, in defense of the 
economic life of their homes and ot 
their state, is not asking them to 
risk their lives. It is not asking 
them to do a thing the farmers of 
Iowa and their families do not do 
every year. 


In 1919, with hogs averaging 
16.7 cents a pound, they could 
have managed to pay our gover- 
nor $16,710 ... our rural teach- 
ers a minimum of $116.97 per 
month, the mortgage man 10.03 
per cent interest, etc. Besides 
with prices like that, there never 
would have been a land boom as 
we knew it. 


In 1932, I believe our people, wit 
bogs at 3.2 cents per pound, could 
have paid our governor $38,200 
our rural teachers a minimum ot 
$22.40 per month, and the mortgage 
man 1.92 per cent interest. Besides 
with prices like that, there would 
not have been a “deep depression.’ 
Farmers would have continued to 
own their farms, banks would have 
met their obligations without closing 
their doors, money lenders would 
have collected interest instead of col 
lecting titles to farms.
